Militarist Propaganda 


T 


HE propaganda that is now being 
launched, by the militarists of the 


country is discussed in the current issue 
of Labor, the official organ of the 16 
railroad brotherhoods. The editorial in 
Labor discusses the suggestion of .the 
Navy League for a "navy day" on the 
last Friday-in October. The editorial 
follows: 


The militarists are organizing for a grand 


drive on Congress to secure greatly increased 
appropriations for the 
army and the 
navy. 


Their propaganda is being financed in large 
part with public funds. Deficits are made good 
by contributions from munitions makers and 
anti-union business men who believe a- strong 
army will have a tendency to overawe the work- 


ers. 


The work is carried on from several head- 


quarters and in many instances is clearly cam- 
ouflaged. 


The first step in the campaign on the army 


s,icle was the issuance of an order by' Secretary • 
of War Weeks authorizing army officers to dis- 
cuss military affairs in public so long as they 
supported the policy of the general staff. This' 
made it possible to send army officers arounfl 
the country at government expense to preach 
militarism to all kinds of gatherings. 


This was followed by a scheme to get regular 


army, national guard, and reserve officers into' 
an exclusive organization for the purpose of 
urging Congress to spend more money on mil- 
itary activities. The national guard and're-- 
»erve officers are generally rather prominent in: 
the business and political affairs of .their home 
towns, and they can therefore be very useful 
In molding public sentiment.

Dr. Sharp a few months ago engaged with

University, better known as the novelist "Q," 
in the "Lime Juice and Literature Contro- 
versy," over the relation of liquor drinking to 
the appreciation of production' of great litera- 
ture. 


"The Temperance Council of the Churches 


in England corresponds to the .Anti-Saloon 
League in America, only it i's not so vigorous,'' 
said Dr. Sharp. "This organization is now- 
standing for four points: First, that.no person 
under IS years of age be allowed to purchase 
liquor. ' Secondly, that no liquor shall be sold 
on Sunday. Thirdly, that all clubs be subjected 
to the same license laws and regulations that 
apply to public houses. Fourthly, that local 
option be granted. 


"The churches in'England have come to real- 


ize that before they can effect any real and 
lasting work for bettering conditions for the 
masses'the;.liquor evil must be curbed. Many 
organizations' are 
striving toward 
this end, 


such as the United Kingdom Alliance, the Band 
of Hope Movement, the International Order of 
Good Templars, the Recobite Movement and 
the British Women's Temperance, Movement, 
' with more than 5,000,000 members. . Opposed 
to'these'groups'is" the Fellowship-of Freedom 
and Reform, founded by the "brewers. 


"I am convinced that'local option will work 


in England as' it cii'd in America, as. the .root 
from which prohibition will grow in-ever wid- 
ening circles to -include in .time "the whole na- 
tion.
